He says that too great 
delay in stacking will cause discoloration 
of the sample which will affect the price. 
Careless stacking is also likely to be in- 
jurious in case of bad weather. There isa 
geod crop and 2 prospect of fair prices. 
Extra care will give a substantial return 
this season in securing the best ‘prices and 
the readiest sale. 

Tuos. Bown, pilot on the Athabasca 
rapids, arrived from MeMurray on Thurs- 
day last. He reported having met Bell 
& Reed of Calgary about the foot of Peli- 
can rapids. They had a canoe each, very 
heavily loaded and in passing the Pelican 
rapids one of the canoes struck a large rock 
at the foot of the rapid and was capsized. 
The occupant swam ashore and the canoc 
was captured a short distance down stream, 
but the cargo was lost, including the blan- 
kets of both men. Bown lent them _ his 
blankets and came on to Edmonton without 
any to purchase his winter’s supplies. 
They have enough provisions remaining and 
will put up for the winter at House river in 
in W. Clark’s old quarters, where Bown 
will join them and trap with them all 
winter. They will return and get another 
outfit in the spring to go through with. 


EASTERN CROPS. 

Jas. L. Porte, president of the Fort 
Saskatchewan agricultural society who 
recently spent some weeks collecting 
crop statistics east of Fort Saskatche- 
wan He estimates the average yield 
in that district at 30 bushels wheat, 
50 bushels oats and 20 bushels barley. 
The latter crop is very light. At Birch 
creek, the most easterly settlement of 
the Edmonton district, about 60 miles 
south east of Edmonton a Mr. Dennis 
threshed 100 acres of wheat which 
yielded 40 bushels to the acre. All 
the crops there were good. Threshing 
was in progress at Beaver Lake and the 
returns were very good, sample A 1. 
Mr. Porte visited the Ruthenian settle- 
ment at Limestone lake. One of the 
Ruthenians was erecting a brick house 
32-20, a story and a half high. It rest- 
ed on a brick foundation and had a 
cellar 8 feet deep. The walls were 20 
inches with 2 inch space. It is divid- 
ed in the centre by a 20 inch brick 
wall and has a porch 6 feet square over 
each door. The bricks were made and 
burned on the ground. They area foot 
by six inches, and are well burned but 
are roughly made. The house 1s rough 
cast on the outside. Some of these 
settlers have sown hemp flax, and rye, 
besides wheat barley and oats and all 
their crops were good.

PEACE RIVER COUNTRY. 


Vancouver World: There is at 
present in the city a party of eight 
New Yorkers who are going through 
by way of the Ashcroft-Cariboo trail 
to the Peace river. Mining has been 
carried on there in a slow way for 
years, but discoveries made this sum- 
mer leave no room to doubt that an 


immense amount of gold will be taken | 
; out of the Peace river and 


its tribu- 
taries during the next few years. 
Men who are now taking out gold in 
large quantities are not trying to 
create a boom, but are quietly sending 
for friends to go into the country and 
secure claims. A young man named 
Johnson recently came down from 
Peace river with his parther, bringing 
$18,000 in gold dust.. A third part- 
ner was left at the diggings. The two 
men who came south were here to 


Vancouver bank. Some supplies have 
already been shipped to Edmonton, 
whence they were to be sent to the 
mines by large pack trains. The 


| $18,000 brought out was cleared up 


by the men in three months. It is 
reported that there are more than 200 
persons engaged in placer mining on 
the river and, even with the crudest 
appliances, on the western slopes of 
the Rocky Mountains, a little north of 
the centre of this province, and in 
the northern continuation of the 
same mountains rise the - Pelly, Stew- 
art and other important gold-bearing 
tributaries of the Yukon. 


CANADIAN HISTORY. 


Col. Jarvis has a very interesting 
document in his possession being the 
certificate of the election of his father, 
William Botsford Jarvis, as member 
of "parliament for the then town of 
York, now Toronto, in the year 1830. 
The election was held on the 27th of 
September and the writ was signed on 
the 19th of October of that year by 
Clark Gamble, returning officer for 
the town of York. Mr. Jarvis was 
at that time sheriff of York, a position 
which he held for many years. 

Dr. Robert Baldwin, grand-father 
of Dr. Baldwin, formerly of Scuth 
Edmonton and now of Bittern lake, 
was Mr. Jarvis’ opponent, and froma 
clipping from the York Observer 
appears to have received a majority 
of the votes.

An Ottawa despatch of Sept. 17th, 
says: Williard Salisbury, of Wilming- 
ton, Del., to-day interviewed Minister 
Sifton in connection with the progress 
of the Yukon Mining, Trading and 
Transportation Co., of which he is pre- 
sident. He informed the minister that 
the company’s agents had located a line 
from the head of deep water naviga- 
tion on Taku inlet to Lake Teslin, and 
had found a line with easy grades and 
not difficult of construction. The com- 
pany are sending a saw mill to Teslin 
lake at once. Mr. Salisbury offered to 
transport the minister comfortably over 
the route to Teslin lake and return in 
two weeks.

They were in- 
formed by the Hudson’s Bay people 
that where they had run the Pelican 
rapids was a sand bar seven-eighths 
of the way across the river for eleven 
months of the year and just at the 
head of the rapids, owing to high 
water they missed quite a sight,name- 
ly natural gas. Whenever the con- 
ditions are favorable the gas escapes 
in half a dozen places, and as soon as 
the water drops some one lights the 
gas. 

We did not move any more 
that day as we were told there were 
worse rapids a very short distance 
ahead.

Slave River, July 8th. 


Close to the mouth cf the Atha- 
basca river the banks disappeared and 
‘we were running in some one of a 
number of channels whose edge was 
marked by low banks not .unlike a 
marsh or big swamp. Then we left 
this for the lake, which we first saw 
one day at noon, but it was so rough 
and such a strong head wind blowing 
we could not attempt to cross. Next 
morning we pulled out, and as soon as 
we could landed on a island about five 
miles out, owing to rough water. 
After dinner we had a shower of rain, 
the wind dropped and water calmed ; 
so we tackled it again and soon came 
in sight of Chipewyan. On looking 
at a map it seems the easiest possible 
job to follow the right course, but in 
fact it is rather more difficult than it 
looks, owing to the great nuinber of 
channels at the river mouth. We got 
into one that added about four miles 
to the length of our trip ; and once in 
the lake it puzzled us some as we 


the lake water, which here is shallow 
and shows grass and weeds. But we 
used our map and compass, located our 
course and got there all right. 

About the Fort (Chipewyan) the 
lake (Athabasca) is about as full of 
islands as it can well be, and they 
are simply immense granite rocks,

thing worse than the Boiler rapid was 


very likely to send our boat to the 
bottom. From the Landing to Grand 


rapids the river showed long stretches 
of water. It shortly after changed, 
and turned and twisted, 
ing its course for more than three or 
four hundred yards. After dinner 
we started for the rapids. The first 
was called the Crooked. This we 
managed easily. We got through the 
Stone rapid and hardly knew there 
was one. Then came one of the ter- 
rors of the river, the Big Cascade, 
The current when the Hudson’s Bay 
party went down was running 25 
miles an hour and when we got there 
about eight. Our trouble was want 
of water. We had to make three 
portages. One of them, the last, our 
boat had to be run out into deep 
water and the goods carried out to 
her. From the Crooked rapids the 
physical features of the banks chang- 
ed. Where the banks were high you 
could see the tar in them, in some 
seams thirty-five feet thick. The 
lower portion of the bank and the 
river bed was white limestone. This 
in places is really wonderful, looking 
like a wali of solid masonry in its 
regularity, being plumb and smooth, 
and topped with a coping stone ex- 
tending over the wall about three 
incl.es, Lower down the river the 
limestone changes. Although it still 
forms the bed and banks of the river 
it loses its regularity, in places being 
25 feet high and again dipping until 
it is about water level. Then the 
color varies, some being a marbled 
brown and white. This continues 
until you pass the mountain rapid 
aud Fort McMurray. This moun- 
tain rapid was a bug bear, the water be- 
ing rough, rapid, rocky, and in one 
place a whirlpool. But like all others 
we passed it in safety. The water 
was steadily falling as we travelled. 

We came to McMurray about three 
miles from the mountain rapid. The 
place consists of about three H. B. 
Co. buildings, two or three houses of 
half breeds, and some tepees and 
tents. There was also a patch of 
ground well fenced and planted in 
potatoes. 

Here again the river chaaged. T 
think this is the prettiest place I have 
seen for years. The river is quiet, 
smooth and straight for say four miles 
and full of islands covered with trees 
—spruce and poplar. Near MeMur- 
ray the banks are low and in the dis- 
tance the hills rise. Here the river is 
between a quarter and half a mile 
wide and the banks limestone, covered 
to the edge with young trees. About 
fifteen miles below the limestone runs 
out, but in all other aspects the river 
is the same broad, smocth stream 
broken into channels

Co. buildings, smaller in size, but 
like tne preseat Fort Edmonton ; the 
English and Roman Catholic church 
missions and a saw mill, besides 
dwelling houses, but none of us ex- 
pected such a settlement and it was 
quite like getting in sight of civiliza- 
tion. Fish are very plentiful and 
about twenty-five miles east of here 
on the lake as many as one thousand 
fish per day have been caught in nets 
by one person. It is said that salmon 
trout from four to six feet long are 
with hooks. Here also they 
have some cows, two small bunches, 
Roman Catholic 
mission amd the H. B. Co. respective- 
ly, in all I think about eleven head 
not counting young steck. We camp- 
ed for supper on an island intending 
to go on afterwards, but just as we 
had finished some boys came over 
from the fort and we talked till bed 
time. Then just as we were turning 
Graham 


chance to see her. She is one of the 
stern wheel boats and I think about 
the same size as the Athabasca. 


Next morning we started for Slave 
river, but the water was rough and 
we could not see the current, nor did 
we find it until late in the afternoon. 
Here the river begins almost in a 
swamp. There are nothing worth 
Then the old scenery 
is repeated; islands, channels and 
other rivers coming in and the stream 
itself getting wider until in places it 


| looks like alake ; and in some places 


the banks may rise 30 or 40 feet, but 
they are usually jow. In many places 
not more than three or four feet high 
and soft. Running down eighty miles 
we came to Smith’s Landing; and as 
it is impossible for a stranger to find 
the channel in the next 25 miles lying 


| between here and Fort Smith it is 


usual to hire oxen and carts and 
make a 16 mile portage or hire a 
pilot and men for tne river. Atkin- 
son chose the latter way, and we were 
just two days from the time of leay- 
ing the landing to arriving at the 
Fort. Here the course is through a 
strata of granite and is a continuation 
of rapids and falls. There are three 
full portages and one where our boat 
was partly unloaded. At the Moun- 
tain portage the boat had also to be 
taken over. Just here we saw a 
number of pelicans. They seem to 
breed here on some of the islands, 
and as the river is very rough and 
full of fish they are safe and get plenty 
toeai. They are so fat it is said a 
quart of oil can be rendered from one 
of them. We landed on the bank 
opposite Fort Smith and had dinner 
of salmon trout and potatoes, and 
also a big drink of milk at the house 
of a French half breed. His potatoes 
were in bud, and in two or three days 
we crossed the river and Monty and I 
climbed the hill to see the Fort, but 
we found the mosquitoes in full posses- 
sion and though they crowded around 
and gave us a warm welcome, we left 
instantly. The place is not large, I 
should think a dozen buildings would 
include everything—Roman Cathoiic 
mission and Hudson’s Bay Company. 
The store of the latter is the smallest 
and meanest I have yet seen on the 
trip. There were plenty of carts here, 
as the mission and the company bring 


by tree covered | all their freight. overland from the 


| 


dirty uninteresting looking _ place, 
but I think a properly equipped freight- 
er could make money here. About ten 
miles from ‘here (west) is Salt river, 
where the supply of that article is got 
for the wnole north, it being only 
necessary to shovel it up. Lower 
down it empties into the Slave ziver. 

Great Slave Lake July 19th. 


Starting from Salt river down there 
is nothing noticeable. The banks are 
low and very much undermined by 
the river. This causes land slips, 
taking in some big trees and the earth 
helping to form islands. The river is 
a big one. With the exception of the 
St. Lawrence the bigest I ever saw, 
and as it is very full of islands al} 
very green and timbered, it is beauti- 
ful. But one gets tired of the same- 
ness when seeing it day after day; 
the only changes being in its course, 
some of which is straight and in other 
cases a 600 yard channel would cut 
off 16 miles. But the last few miles 
are straight—and then the lake.
